We say unrealistic “peace and 
love’’ approach because th. 
record indicates that the human 
animal has not yet reached this 
high point in its evolution, and 
we use the term, “unrealistic” 
because peace and love cannot 
be waged unilaterally. But war, 
politically and shooting, can be. 

So, what’s the answer? 

Maybe it is, ultimately, 
peace and love in positive 
application. 

But meanwhile, sufficient, 
controlled military strength, 
dangerous as it is, must be held 
in the wing to discourage those 
powers that do not believe in 
peace and love, or who accept 
such a philosophy only if they 
dictate it. 

As for we Americans, we 
should be forever grateful to our 
men and women who have 
represented, and who are now 
representing, the type of 
military power that does offer 
an Opportunity for eventual 
evolution of human beings into a 
world society based on peace 
and love — not peace and love as 

a long-haired, two fingers in the 
air fad — but as a realistic, 
philosophical, idealistic and 
practical code for ethical living.

LAST WEEK'S HIGHLIGHTS 


Fifty Years of Rotary in Porterville - that was the theme of Tuesday’s 
meeting commemorating formation of the Rotary club in Porterville back in 
1921. Two Rotarians who were there when it happened were also there last 
Tuesday - John Carr, only surviving charter member of the Porterville Rotary 
club and Charlie Ross, one of the Fresno Rotarians who formed the 
Porterville club and who was present at the charter meeting in Porterville 50 
years ago. (Last Tuesday was his first meeting with Porterville Rotarians since 
that first meeting.) And the dean of Rotarians, world wide, our own honorary 
member, Homer W. Wood, was present and spoke briefly. It was Homer who 
formed the second Rotary club in the world, back in 1908, in San Francisco. 
Then there was Bill Leslie, now of Fresno but a Portervillian at heart, who 
told a story or two and played a couple of harmonica solos. Bill was raised in 
Porterville, was a member of the PUHS class of 1902, and played a tuba in 
early-day high school and city bands. Other Fresno Rotarians attending the 
anniversary meeting were Walt Stately, Gus Wilkerson, and Jack Stubbs. 
Recognition for 50 years of Rotary in Porterville came from Bill Walk, 
International President, in the form of a handsome, commemorative plaque, 
and Charlie Ross gave Pres. Herb a new gavel, stating that the one presented 
50 years ago by the Fresno club must be worn out by now. Other visitors 
included: Rotarians Hugh Garrison, president of the Lindsay club, and Pat 


now retired, and Emmett Berry, likewise, a past president; plus Guests Carl 
Faller, new principal at Porterville High school, and Bill Randolph (the mayor 
of east Terra Bella). 

Program, with PP Bill Rodgers presiding, included a report by Club 
Historian Hirsute Frank Baughman on formation and early days of the 
Porterville Rotary club; self introduction of Rotarians, presided over by 
Donald Jones, a 50-year member who, in point of years in Rotary, is our 
oldest; and the informal presentations by Charlie, Bill, and Homer. 

John Carr turned out to be the speaker of the day, and an excellent one he 
was, recounting “‘old times” in Rotary and in Porterville. He let it be known 
that he arrived in Porterville in 1903 with his ‘‘poor but married parents,” his 
father, H.C. Carr, organizing the First National Bank of Porterville. He told of 
experiences operating an automobile agency in the early 1920s, when he sold 
such cars as the Maxwell, Chalmers, E.M.F., Willys Knight, Reo Speed Wagon, 
and Overland, and of his greatest accomplishment, the selling of a Flanders to 
“Ma” Delaney. He set his theme with the remark, “The older a man gets, the 
faster he can run as a boy.”

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ICICLES AND FROST AT MEETING 
OF CITY TRUSTEES IN FIRE HOUSE 


FEBRUARY 24, 1909 


PORTERVILLE — There was 
a meeting of the trustees of the 
city of Porterville Tuesday night 
and between shivers, the solons 
managed to transact 
considerable business. 

Despite Trustee Murphy’s 
severe rebuke, dealt out to the 
janitor of the engine house some 
time ago for not having it warm 
and’ comfortable for the 
meetings of the board, there was 
nothing but icicles and frost in 
evidence Tuesday night. 

There wasn’t even a 
semblance of a stove, much less 
a fire, the stove having been 
removed during a recent 
firemen’s initiation, and had not 
been replaced. 

City Clerk Howeth came in 
rather late, but’ with 
considerable ginger, and no time 
was lost in starting things going. 
All trustees were present except 
Trustee Barber, and he put in an 
appearance early in the evening, 
but left to answer a sick call 
before Chairman Price sounded 
the gong. 

Trustee Murphy was also a 
little tardy but no reprimand 
was dealt out, and after rubbing 
his hands and liberating himself 
of a few caustic remarks about 
the chilly condition of the room, 
lighted a Havana and assumed 
his accustomed seat. 

Chairman Price’ sat .humped 
up at the upper end of the table, 
head drawn down into his coat 
collar as far as possible. He 
hailed from a cold country and 
had nothing to say about the 
weather. 


Is The City 
Of Porterville 
Going Broke? 


FEBRUARY 24, 1909 


PORTERVILLE — One of 
the questions that is confronting 
the city trustees at the present 
time is whéther or not the city 
will be able to hold out until 
such a time as more money is 
available upon which to run the 
city government. 

At least one city trustee has 
threatened to tender his 
resignation if the board even 
attempted to contract a debt 
this year to be paid out of the 
funds of the coming year. 

It has been intimated that 
such a thing was being done in 
other cities. Trustee Hazen has 
been doing a little investigation 
and he says that any debt 
contracted by the board that the 
city could not pay out of the 
present year’s funds, the trustees 
a at would be responsible 
or. 

This did not look good to 
Trustee Hazen, and he remarked 
Tuesday night that they would 
find him resigning if there was 
any liklihood of the board 
getting tangled up in any such 
mess. 

Mayor T.L. Price attempted 
to quiet the fears of Trustee 
Hazen by-stating that he thought 
the city had plenty of money to 
run the government until more 
coin is available, and intimated 
that there would be several 
thousand dollars water works 
money that will be available and 
could be used by the city. 

But even this failed in the 
desired purpose as Trustee 
Hazen could see all of that 
money, and some besides, going 
into an auxiliary water plant for 
the city during the next twelve 
months. 

In the meantime the trustees 
will cut city expenses as low as 
possible, but it is not likely that 
the city will be compelled to get 
along without street lights or 
street sprinkling. 


Trustee Hazen stood awhile 
then sat awhile. He wasn’t cold, 
he was merely warding off a case 
of rheumatism. 

Trustee Howell was 
apparently the only comfortable 
member of the board. If he was 
suffering with cold feet, he 
didn’t show it. He sat back in his 
accustomed seat and smiled his 
accustomed smile but kept his 
eagle eye bent on what was 
going on. Nothing escapes the 
shrewd scrutiny of Father 
Howell. 

Thus the meeting proceeded. 

The most important of all 
business matters that came up 
Tuesday night was action on the 
sewer question. It was Trustee 
Hazen: who made the motion, 
without previous discussion, that 
the city attorney should be 
instructed to draw up an 
ordinance calling a sewer bond 
election, the election to take 
place not later than April 15. 
The motion carried without a 
dissenting vote. 

The next most important 
matter was the action on a 
petition to build sidewalks along 
Gravilla avenue. The petition 
presented contained the names 
of the owners of a majority of 
property frontage from Putnam 
avenue to Morton street, and the 
same was immediately accepted 
and the city surveyor ordered to 
set the stakes. 

This is one of the worst 
streets in the city during the 
muddy season of the year and 
for many months past the 
property owners have been 
endeavor.ng to get enough 
property signed up to compel 
the building of a continuous 
walk from Putnam avenue to 
Merton street. 

The cement walk topic having 
been brought to the attention of 
the trustees, Trustee Murphy 
asked if it wasn’t about time to 
close up some of the gaps in the 
streets upon which walks have 
already been ordered. He said 
there are several property 
owners who have been waiting 
for Mr. Vrooman to do their 
work and he thought it was 
about time to put this estimable 
contractor to work. 

The report of the city tax 
collector for the past year was 
read. Taxes collected Sept. 30, 
’07 to December 28, ’08 
amounted to $6,840.97 plus 
$10.23 for delinquent penalties 
collected without sale of 
property. 

A motion was made and 
carried instructing Marshal Witt 
to get the street signs put up, 
after which the board adjourned. 


SIGNS WILL 
COST A WHOLE

FEBRUARY 24, 1909 


PORTERVILLE — At the 
meeting of the city council held 
last night, the city marshal, in 
his ex-officio position as city 
superintendent of streets, was 
given an order to have street 
signs put up at the earliest 
possible moment, and it was a 
part of the order that he was to 
get the material and hire the 
help necessary to do the work. 

Marshal Witt was asked this 
afternoon how he was getting 
along with the work and he 
replied that he had gone far 
enough to discover that it was 
going to cost the city a whole lot 
more money to do the job than 
originally figured. 

Altogether it is considered a 
fair estimate that the total cost 
of placing the signs at 
intersections of the streets will 
be $150.00, and this, if 
anything, is a trifle small. 
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Assessed Valuation Climbs To 
Over $2 Million In Porterville 


AUGUST 23, 1911 


PORTERVILLE — City 
Assessor Edward F. Halbert has 
completed the assessment rolls 
for the fiscal year of 1911-12 
and he finds that the total 
assessable value of property of 
all sorts with improvements 
within the city limits is 
$2,016,614. 

This compares with the rolls 
last year when the total was 
$1,197,614, showing an increase 
of $200,000 in round numbers. 
‘It should be borne in mind that

Surveyed Up 
River Bottom 


MARCH 30, 1919 


PORTERVILLE — Seth 
Smith, county surveyor, today 
surveyed the new river bottom 
road extending’ east from the 
south side of this city up the 
river to the Springville road, 
with which it connects at the 
adobes. 

There remains nothing now 
but for the supervisors to open 
the road, and it will be ready for 
traffic. 

The new road runs ina direct 
line east of this city from Locust 
street, and will be used largely 
by the people who have lately 
been settling in the river bottom 
and on the reservation tract. 
Smith and helpers have been 
working on the survey for 
several days.
